LAKE MAITLAND AGAIN. 

[ Crossing the brook flowing from 
Lake Osceola into Lake Maitland, just 
enHt of Lieut. Dyer’s place, mentioned 
a last week, we pass over li portion of 

t our former route around Lake Os¬ 

ceola, til rough land belongm£~ to sev¬ 
eral members of the Palmer family, 
past theplacesof Messrs.Guild, Littie- 
* Held, and KUingwood, on our right, 
and then turn square to the left, to- 
r wards a pretty little circular pool, 
called Knowles Lake, around which 
the road skirts. To our left, is a well 
^ grown grove belonging to Gen. J. 11. 


I Palmer, and before us the pro|»crty of 
Mr. Francis II. Knowles, president of 
the Winter Park Company. The lat¬ 
ter has a young grove lufl'e, and pro¬ 
poses to biiild a house and make other 
improvements. • lie already has a 
large pecuniary interest in the town, 
i and, his-faith in its future will have 
new proof when the completion dt his 
own private place is added to his in¬ 
vestment in t he Company and his con¬ 
tributions to various public purposes. 

Turning to the lell again, towards 
the eastern shore of Lake Maitland 
we come to the residence of Mr. II. S. 
Ketlncy, well known as one of the hug¬ 
est lemon growers in the state, and as 
a business man in Orlando, where he 
lias just built the largest and lines! 
hotel and business block in the city, 
lie has here a large house ami other 
lit, ihlinga, and all orange grove, besides 
experiments in varying scale with 
other possible fruits for this climate. 
Among these is quite a large patch of 
pineapples, enclosed with a high board 
fence, and covered with a frame on 
which houghs or other thatch can be 
laid to protect the plants from possi¬ 
ble frost in winter. Mr. Kedney’s 
house has a line situation, overlook¬ 
ing one of the prettiest bays of Lake 
Maitland, and standing high above 
the water, to which the ground falls 
quite steeply from the house. Around 
the lake is a narrow fringe of huniack, 
not enough to lie troublesome to 
health, and yet enough to add very 
materially to the possibilities of a 
beautiful home place, as well as to the 
beauty of the lake view. 

Beyond Mr. Kedney’s place the im¬ 
mediate shore of the lake is si ill unoc¬ 
cupied, ami there is room here for a 
number of pretty places for such as do. 
i not mind, being at a little distance 
from town. There is the same high 
land, coming to within a short dis- 
j lance of the water, ami the same nar¬ 
row strip of lianmek at the water's 
edge,'along the whole eastern shoret)f 
the lake, the high ground furnisliing 
good building sites, and the lianmek 
needing only to have the underbrush 


removed to make a line shady patk 
by t he waterside. Nothing could be 
prettier than the view of the lake 
which these places would command, 
and the Jake itself is one of the most 
attractive for boating to be found 
anywhere. There can be little doubt 
that, before many years the stream 
mentiuhed above will la* cleared niit 
and dce|iened, so that boats may 
readily pass into 1stke Osceola, and 
so add this pleasant means of com¬ 
munication'to that by the roads, and 
when the po|iulatiou is sufficient. to 
warrant it . we may expect a line of 
small steamers to ply on this series of 
lakes for the convenience of the resi¬ 
dents oil theirshorrs. Certainly noth¬ 
ing couId be* pleasanter than a sail of 
two or three miles on these lakes, as a 
means of reaching one’s friends in the 
neighborhood, or one’s business in 
town, and it can be only a question of 
time when so obvious a want will lie 
supplied. Nor, judging from the pro¬ 
gress made during tiie past three years, 
can that time be very long. During 
that short time nearly all that now 
exists of Winter Dark, has been built, 
and the same rate of progress for a 
few years more will give us a popula¬ 
tion along the shores of these lakes, 
Hiiflicicnt to pay for many convenien¬ 
ces which may now seem hardly pos¬ 
sible, and which a few years ago would 
have scenes I visionary. 

.lust beyond the port ion ofthe shore 
we have described is the outlet of the 
lake, through Howell Creek to Lake 
Howell, and thence by a continuation 
of thesauie stream to Lake .lesup and 
t he St. Johns river. 

Crossing the outlet there is still, 
upon the north shore of the lake, a 
piece of unimproved ground, and then 
comes the large Adams grove, men¬ 
tioned last week, and after it a con¬ 
stant succession of fine large groves, 
until we reach the ones visited last 
week. 

In the vicinity of Manatee they in¬ 
dulge in grape hunts, a party recently 
having gat hered in one day three bush¬ 
els of line grapes.

A 
let t el'dated Sept.(it h Inis been received, 
from Mr. K. II. Stillman, tin- brother 
of Mis'. Hollins, giving particulars 
which will he of mt.erc.st to their many 
iricmls. He says; “For the past ten 
weeks lie has gradually been tending 
towards the valley of the shadow, 
growing weaker-as the days went by. 
ami yet fondly hoping, as did his 
Irtends, that the.old lime strength 
would return and lie would recover. 
Hut it was not so lo he. After a brave 
struggle with pain, weakness and 
weariuess.yal length peace came, hut 
it was that ol a trusting soul going 
home. With a sweet speech ol resigna¬ 
tion lie fell asleep, $ it Ii a blessed as¬ 
surance. that Underneath the poor 
wasted form were the “everlasting 
arms.'' This was his fail h in life and 
in death, lie was hiu’icd yesterday 
afternoon in a vault in the beautiful 
cemetery of Oukwobds, his old pastor, 
Kev. Henry (i. Mjller, officiating. As 
one who Inis known Mr. Hollins with 
more than brotherly iulimaey for 


jiioretliaii thirty years, I can truly 
Isay, with a host of other sorrowing 
friends,-“his works do follow him." 

In a service spontaneously comenio- 
ralive of Mr. Hollins, Sunday, I 1th 
inst., at Winter I’ark, after quoting 
these words from the letter of Mr. 
Stillman, the pastor said : "His works 
do follow him here. They will follow 
him for «cut uries t o come in t his place. 
He aided generously in the erection'of 
this house of worship. He subscribed 
$50,000 towards tlie founding of the 
i hrist inn college here w hich hears his 
name. In t lie, parsonage, in t he early 
days of planning t his work, while la¬ 
wns yet considering the question of 
duty, la* fold me that for several, years, 
I I (link since I N71, he has hecn making 
money for the Hord ; that he did not 
consider his property his own; that 
lie had iut ended t o do some stu h work 
as we were perfect ing, somewhere, and 
timt la- woul I as soon do it here as 
. any where, if it was best to do it la-re. 
Mr. Hollins was an unostentatious 
man. lie said lint little of His plans 
for t lie welfare of his fellow men. That 
little la- usually spoke privately, lie 
always spoke modestlyot tla-set liings, 
1 |c said his money was not his own; 
lie was the J.ord’s- steward. . It was 
money which he had earned with his 
own hands. I have heard him say ii. 

I have beeti personally eddied by his 
words of consecration, modest, Imt 
sincere and earnest . Tla-y were in his 
lace as. well as on his lips, lie was a 
wise ( hrist ian laiildel*. No w ords are 
more appropriate for the rearing of 
Hollins t V) I lege than l hese of our text : 
“Except .the Hol'd build the house, 
they labor in vain that build it.’’ It 
was a grand and noble thing for .him 
and other noble men and women like 
him. to do. The house nufst have hu¬ 
man builders,. Here have been laid 
t lie inundations of a structure that 
shall shed’light, secular and Christian, 
upon t lie-cent (tries. It will haveimich 
toduw it Ii t becoming civilization of t his 
growing state and ot other stilti-s. It 
will, I am sure,guide multitudes to the 
safe harbor and home to which ottr 
dear brother has peacefully gone.

lie had wise thoughts and the best ol 
them all were of consecration to God 
and of building for him. Yeats grow
